Every person had told me that Ra- 
sel Wady was Tell el Kebeerah ; and this was 
three miles on; and thither we hastened and 
encamped for the night.

Sadly was I dis- 
appointed, for I had already conceived the idea 
that one of the treasure cities, Pithom and Raam- 
ses, should be looked for at the head of the great 
valley which forms the road out from all the rich

The next day was the Sabbath, and we rested

I 
paced the portion on the North side of the cen- 
tral ditch, (we were on this side,) and judged the 
whole distance between the two banks to be fifty 
three paces, or about 159 feet, and afterwards 
consulting my notes, found the ancient canal was 
150 feet. Arrived at the Tell, it was quite a 
disappointment to find that it was only the 
Mound of an old Arab village, on which portions 
But a 
second thought clothed even this with interest, 
for it was an evident monument of the time when 
the Great Caliph Omar re-opened the canal and 
made this wilderness fertile, naturally peopling 
it with villages, which in their turn, like the 
more ancient cities, had been deserted and left 
Thence- 
forth I expected to meet many of those deserted 
villages, and was not disappointed. The mystery 
of the far-famed Great Tell also seemed cleared 
up; this great Tell being nothing more than the 
Mound of the ancient Arab town of Caliph 
Omar's day; his great central commercial post 
—his treasure city being built three miles farther 
East than the very ancient one at Abbaseh; 
which last very naturally was the site of a city 
before the canal ever was thought of,—in Moses’ 
day even. All along here I inquired for Wady 
Tumilat, and then again for Wady Seba Beer, 
but to my surprise no one knew any such names; 
none of the people of the country or the roving 
Arab; but I found an entire new list of names ; 
and when afterwards I took a list from the famed 
Tooayleb, the names he gave compared almost 
precisely with those obtained on the ground.

The Wady, as far as the canal ran East, is 
called Sheiabe, (the hoary or ancient, probably.) 
This Wady in general is perhaps four or five 
miles wide, and without the canal it is literally 
a Wady—the bed of the mountain streams, dur- 
ing the rains of winter, (and in this part of Egypt 
there are occasional rains during that season of 
the year,) furnishing a scanty pasturage for the 
flocks of the wandering Arabs, some of whom 
were yet lingering as 1 passed through. ‘Tell 
el Tarbee was the next of which I heard; and 
proceeding on two hours I learned it was out of 
our course a little to the North. The sheikh 
seemed disinclined to go to it, but I knew that 
no old city in this region could be far from the 
canal, and silencing him by the usual argument 
we sought a guide. He was a venerable patri- 
arch sheikh of « party of Arabs encamped in 
some corn stalk booths ; but he went accompa- 
nied by a man with sword and pistols, and a boy 
to carry his sandals and staff; and looking on 
him, as he walked before us, his costume, his 
mode of life as a shepherd, his whole appearance, 
I thought him as perfect a picture of Abraham 
as my fancy had ever drawn—the kind, hospita- 
ble sheikh even falling behind him.

CLERICAL STUDIES. 

We have lately, says the Alliance and Visiter, 
visited a clergyman who has a good setilement, 
/a moderately small family and hardly any books 
jin his study. This is wrong and yet we far 
many clergymen are like this one, nearly indifer- 
ent about the use and ownership of valuable works. 
; We ascribe much of the present dullness of the 
| pulpit to the circumscribed information of the 
ministry. Our young men seem to enter on 
iduty after leaving the schoo!s of the prophets 
| with a notion of being armed at all points aad 
jand quite fit for service. But they ought to 
jknow that the Latin, Greek and Hebrew of their 
| preparatory studies, although vastly important in 
|their proper place, do not by any means alone 
|fit them for public expounders of the go»pel. A 
jman may have all exegesis in his head and 
janalysis in his lips, and yet prove to the three 
jhundred village hearers or the seven hundred 
icity ones, a dry preacher and a tame orator. 
Our people are a reading people, and our clergy 
must be reading men, or they will place the pul- 
| pit under the censure of their hearers. It ts a 
‘singular fact that some of the most attractive 
preachers of the day are but little indebted to 
jearly theological training. But they have been 
j diligent students, great readers, and have large 
| libraries. 

We have just seen such an one. He is the 
acceptable pastor of a large city church. He is 
an eloquent preacher, and never was at college 
or seminary. In his study are the treasures of 
the English language. The glorious volumes 
of the Puritans, the fine productions of art and 


genius that appear from time totime. Here his 


mind recreates, strengthens, and from these 
green fields he goes out to refresh and delight 
his er. 

‘e had much rather sit under the ministra- 
tions of such a man, than listen to a dry exege- 
sis who hardly knows the eminent names of the 
church, in her best and brightest days. 

Oor seminaries must make the giants of the 
Puritan age more of a study, or the dry chaff of 
German criticism will soon nauseate the plain 
common sense taste of our pious men and wo- 
men, who have a strong aversion to what they 
cannot understand or profit by.

A TRIBUTE TO WASHINGTON,

When I first knew George C., he was a young 
|man of more than ordinary promise. Trained 
|from childhood, under the instruction of a pious 
|mother, he early became a subject of grace, and 
when at the age of fifteen he made a_ profession 
jof piety, he exhibited » maturity of judgment 
in religious things, anda symmetry of Christian 
character, that is rarely attained, except by a 
iong, rich and varied experience in the divine 
life. Nor were these early developments of pi- 
ety, and indications of promise, ‘like the morn- 
ing cloud and early dew,’ but his subsequent 
life showed that the seeds of divine grace had 
taken deep root in his heart; and they brought 
forth their fruit unto holiness. With a strong 
desire to be useful, the vocation of school teach- 
ing seemed to open to hima promising field. 
Accordingly, having qualified himself he engaged 
in this work, with that zeal and determination 
to excel, that ever ensure success, and the re- 
spect and attachment of his pupils testified that 
they were not slow to appreciate his abilities 
and efforts.

They have given their de- | 
liberate judgment, that no personal excellencies, 
and no presumed correctness of belief in other 
respects, can compensate for any laxness of senti- 
ment as to the rule and arbiter of faith, the holy 
Word of God. Laxness here must be a bar to 
any further investigation, as to the fitness of a 
candidate for license to pe the gospel. For 
how can there be a trial of the sentiments of a 
man, who does not fully acknowledge the stand- 
ard by which they must be tested ?—It is but 
justice to Mr. Lesly to say, that the whole As- 
sociation were strongly predisposed in his favor, 
by the manly and honorable frankness with 
which he set forth his views, and by the ability 
and the Christian spirit he manifested through- 
out.

A VIRGINIAN'S ESTIMATE OP SLAVERY. 
Among the encouraging promises of emanei- 
pation in the slave States, is the appearance of 
Dr. Ruffner’s pamphlet which has recently been 
published, and which we find thus noticed ina 
the July number of the New Englander. 


We cannot but regard this Address to the cit- 
izens of West Virginia as one of the signs of the 
times, a sure prognostic of the near approach of 
the abolition of negro slavery in this country. 
The establishment of several weekly papers to 
the slaveholding states, devoted to the cause of 
emancipation, and the frequent discussion of the 
subject in the lyceums of the South, in their 
| Legis!atures, and in Congress, foreshadow, with 
equal distinctne<s, the speedy overthrow of the 
‘peculiar institution,’ at least in, some of the 
states, and its ultimate extinction throughout the 
jland. Discussicn is fatal to the existence of 

slavery. It melted away before the light of 
truth in Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
jand Pennsylvania; and it will no more bear the 
| light in Virginia, or in any state, where the char- 
acter of the institution is made a matter of seri- 
ous inquiry. 

| This pamphlet is worthy of attention not only 
as a conclusive argument in proof of the impolicy 
|of slavery, but for the strong terms of which the 
institution is denounced. We should have re- 
jected a contribution to our pages, from one of 
our own con:ribvtors, in which slavery should 
have been spoken: of in the same rough style, as 
in bad taste, and calculated, by its severity, to 
incense those whom we desire to conciliate. He 
calls the institution that‘cup of abomination 
which has already sickened to death the Eastern 
half of our commonwealth’'—‘ a Stygian inunda- 
tion’—‘a Black Sea of misery’— a mountain of 
misery'—‘a consuming plague.’ Speaking of 
the impoverishment of Virginia, he says: ‘For 
our part, we are grieved and mortified to think 
of the lean and haggard condition of our venera- 
ble mother. Hef black children have sucked 
her so dry, that now for a Jong time past, she 
has not milk enough for her offspring, eiber 
black or white.’ In answer to the question, what 
has done this work of desolation, he says: ‘ Not 
war nor pestilence, not oppression of rulers, civil 
or ecclesiastical ;—but slavery, a curse more de- 
-tructive in its effects than any of them. It were 
hard to find, in old king-ridden, priest-ridden, 
over-taxed Europe, so large a country, where, 
within twenty years past, such a growing ve 
erty and desolation have appeared.’ *‘ England 
stiil prospers with more than 250 inhabi-ants to 
the squdte mile; Virginia languishes with only 
20, thougheshe is by nature almost as richly en- 
dowed as England. Massachusetts thrives with 
100 inhabitants’ to the square mile; Virginia, 
considering her natural ‘advantages, ought to 
thrive as well with a much larger number; and 
so she would if she had the same quality of men 
on her soil.’ Speaking of the large emigrati 
from Virginia, constanily going on, he says: 
‘The land has already got slave-sick, and is 
spewing out its inhabjtants. What a pity that 
so rich and lovely aland should be afflicted with 
this yellow fever and black vomit.’ The reason 
why northern farmers go farther and pay more 
(for land,) instead of buying and cultivating the 
beiter and cheaper land of Virginia, he

No intelligence that has been wafted across the 
Atlantic during the present extraordinary year, has 
produced sensations so profound, ss hae that which 
was brought by the Niagara, of the great revolt in 
Paris, the desperate contest, and the final vietory of 
the ooustitutional republic.

The insurgents ad 
ery of * Vive la Republique Democratijwe et » 
which is best interpreted bya declaration of one ot 
their number, who said ** It is a war of those who 
have against those who have not."’ The available 
military force of the capital was concentrated around 
the National Assembly and Hotel de Ville, and then 
entire command entrusted to General Cavaignac. The 
rappel was beaten during the day, but the Nationa! 
Guard turned out very reluctantly. They appeared, as 
one of the representatives afterwards expressed it, 
‘*as if struck with stupor.”’ The first bloodshed oc 
curred early in the morning, in the Boulevard Bonne 
Nouvelle, where some of the National Guards, being 
attacked by a body of the insurgents, were compelled 
to fire. Soon, however, the conflict became general 
Barricade after barricade was carried; but fresh ones 
arose every minute in the narrow streets. The carnage 
amongst the National Guard was dreadful. Meanwhile 
the National Assembly ‘resolved to sit in permanence 
and numbers of the representatives were to be seen at 
the head of the armed citizens. The members of the 
Executive Commission were all of them personally ea- 
gaged in the conflict. MM. Arago and Lamartine went 
from one centre of resistance to another, now inspiring 
the troops with fresh courage, now imploring the in 
surgents to lay down their arms. Each narrowly es 
caping with his life. Cannon were now brought to 
bear upon the massive barricades with such effeet that 
at four o'clock, General Cavaignac appeared in the As 
sembly, and announced that the insurrection was ali 
but suppressed 

SATURDAY, JUNE & 

The next morning convinced the General of his mis- 
take, and the National Assembly of the absolute ne- 
cessity of the most determined means. The city was, 
therefore, declared in a state of siege, and General Ca- 
vaignae was invested with the powers of Dictator. The 
Executive Commission resigned their office. During 
the day the city was the scene of indiseribable hortos 
and desolation. Imagine Paris, *‘ the centre of civil- 
ization,’* declared in a state of siege—the National Re 
presentatives sitting in permanence—the diffused pow- 
er of the Executive concentrated into a temporary dic 
tatorship—the booming of artillery and the rattling of 
musketry in the streets—the rapid erection of barri- 
‘cades all over that vast city—the deadly hand-to-hand 
| encounters, and the dreadful carnage on each side, and 
it will convey but a faint idea of the revolting scene 
| The insurgents seemed animated with the fury and 
desperation of demons. No quarter was asked, and ia 
one instance only, was submission made; churches 
| public buildings, and private dwellings were converted 
into fortresses, from behind which the insurgents fired 
with murderous effect upon their assailants. 
| On Saturday night the greater portion of the barn 
cades had been stormed, but the Faubourg St. Antoine 
remained as yet untouched. General Cavaignac sent

General Intelligence. 


From THE West-Inoies.—L iportant Movement of 
the Slaves.—By the arrival at this port on Saturday of 
the bark Polka, Capt. Lawrence, intelligence has been 
received, to the following purport. It appears that the 
slaves belonging to the French portion of the island of 
St. Martins were formally emancipated on the 3d of 
June, on which oceasion all the blacks paraded the 
streets, with tokens of rejoicing. Afler several days, 
a part of them returned to work on the plantations, 
while others remained unoccupied, but quiet 

In consequence of the extinction of slavery on the 
French part of the island, the proprietors of the Dutch 
part had met and agreed to commence their treatment 
of slaves on the free principle, to grant certain ameli 
orations, and to request the mother government to com- 
plete the work of emancipation. This step quieted the 
avert of the people, and the work of gathering salt 
commenced on the 15th of June, with a prospect of a 
crop of three to four hundred thousand bushels. The 
want of water in consequence has been great, and small 
vessels are kept running to St Kitts for a supply, but 
had not been able to obtain an adequate quantity. 

The Dutch planters are in expectation, that if the 
mother country grant the emancipation of the slaves, 
indemnity will be made to them. There are no troops 
at St. Martins, and the inhabitants are at the merey of 
the slaves, who do just as they please. A large num- 
ber of the inhabitants are preparing to leave the island. 

Arnvals at St. Martins from St. Thomas state that 
several German vessels had been seized at St. Croix, 
and that the Germans were selling off their property 
with a view to settle at Porto Rico and on the Spanish 
Main. Business in those islands is prosperous 

At St. Eustatia there has been a revolt of the ne 
groes, in suppressing which several were wounded. 
The ringleaders were taken and placed on board the 
Duteh man-of-war Pyl, bound to Curacoa, where they 
will be tried. It us also stated that four negroes were 
killed during the insurrection at St. Fustatia 


Mexico. — Advices from the city of Mexico to the 
2ith ult. have been received. A revolution under Pa- 
redes was proceeding. ‘The troops sent against him 
were deserting. Orders had been issued by Gen. Ar- 
ista, the minister of war, to shoot every superior offi- 
cer taken in arms 

The pronunciamento of Paredes was signed by about 
300 officers. He had taken possession of the mint at 
Juagnato, and drawn thence $600,000, for the support 
of his army. His advanee guard uoder Jarauta had 
entered Queretaro, after some fighting between the 
government troops and the insurgents, in which the lat 
ter were successful 

Strong fears were entertained that Paredes would 
overthrow the government \ large ** conducta’’ had 
reached Mexico in safety. ‘The American tro ops had 
all lett Tampico 

In Yueatan the Indians had approached very near 
Campeachy, and burned seventeen estates, and the vil- 
lages of Popmaxan and Piche. Another village is al- 
so reported to have been burned. The troops sent 
against the Indians had mntinied and returned. 

In the province of Merida the troops gained some 
advantage, but un the 14th, 4000 Indians entered a vil- 
lage nine leagues from Merida.— Telegraph. 

Mexico.—We have three days later news from 
Mexico. ‘The insurrection was to have broken out in 
the city on the 25th, but was suppressed. Five lead- 
ers had been arrested, and stores of guns and ammu- 
nition seized. Paredes had raised fortifications at 
Guanajuato, and had there 15 pieces of artillery, 4000 
muskets and 1500 men. ‘The General opposed to him
